Promptly at 5 o’clock this morning the 
strike ordered by the train crews’ union 
of the South Side Elevated railroad company 
“at 3:35 o’clock began. : 

Trains on the regular day service begin 
leaving. the Sixty-first street yards at 5 
o'clock’ and continue at ten-minute in- 
-tervals up to 6 o'clock. 

The 8 o'clock train went out with a non- 
union crew. The next train left two min- 
utes late—at 5:12. This also was manned by 
non-union men. 

The procession of trains continued at in- 
tervals, all manned by non-union crews. 


yhe gompany hed prepared 


the strike. 
President Carter appeared at 
6 o'clock. and immediately was 
with Superintendent Morrison. 
After the conference President Carter said: 
I was told by the committtee that I 
mußt gran an increase in their wages by 5 
this. morning. That 1 couldn't do.

„ but that I“wanted time to think 
the matter ovet talk ft oer. 
„ do not believe that the public, whose 
inconvenience is a part of the plan of the 
men, will stahd for such a deal as they tried 
to put through this morning.” 


| Union's Last Overture. 

At 4:15 H. C. Thatcher, Secretary of the 
union, called up Superintendent J. N. Mor- 
rison and asked him for the union for an 
immediate answer to the employés demands. 
Superintendent Morrison, in reply, asked 
Mr. Thatcher and the committee that had 
acted earlier in the morning to call on him 
at 10 o’clock and the trouble would be ad- 
justed. 

This did not satisfy Mr. Thatcher. He in- 
sisted on an immediate reply to the demands. 
Superintendent Morrison then asked the 
Secretary to talk over the situation with the 
committeemen and seg what they thought 
about a conference at 10 o'clock. Mr. That- 
cher said he would do go, but at 5 o'clock 
none of the union men had reported for 
work. 

Special calls were sent out for all the extra 
men in the company’s service, arfd President 
Carter said, if responses were bares the 
public would not be inconvenienced. . 


Uninimous Vote to Strike. 7 
The decision to.strike Was uninimous. The 


would not yield was debated for thirty-five 
minutes before the vote was taken. The 
union men declare they are in for a bitter 
fight and that they expect to win. 

All through the night strike talk had been 
loud and vigorous. Finally a committee of 
six, J. Cella, Frederick Messier, J. Karey, 
John Ern, Roy Mettler and H. C. Thatcher;

IN DEATH CELL, 


AFTER ENTERING PRISON. 


Shrieks with Terror When Penitentiary 


Officers Remove His Clothes—Slayer 


Crime and Expresses Regret for His 
Deed and Sorrow for the 
May See a Priest. 


Auburn, N. F., Sept. 27.—[Special.]—In one 
of the death cells at the Auburn penitentiary 
tonight is Leon F. Czolgosz, assassin of 
President McKinley, once more cool, calm, 
and indifferent to his fate. He knows he will 
leave the.cell only to go to the electric chair, 
but the doomed man has regained his com- 
posure. 

There are five cells for condemned men in 
the prison, and Czolgosz was placed in the 
only vacant cell, 80 all now are occupied. 

Two keepers are constantly in the room, 
which is separate from the main prison, to 
guard against an attempt on Czolgosz's part

Czolgosz; in the custody of Shérift Caldwell 
of Erie County and twenty-one deputies, ar- 
rived in Auburn at 8:15 o'clock this morning.

Awaiting the train was a crowd 
of about 200 persons. Either for fear of the 
crowd, which was not demonstrative, or from 
sight of the prison, Czolgos2’s legs gave out 
and two Deputy Sheriffs were ‘compelled 
practically to carry the man into the prison. 


‘Cries and Moans in Terror. 


Inside the gate Czolgosz’s condition be- 
came worse and he was dragged up the stairs 
and into the main hall. He was placed in a 
sitting posture on the bench while the hand- 
cuffs were being removed, but he fell over 
and moaned and groaned, evincng the most 
abject terror. As soon asthe handcuffs were 
unlocked the man was dragged into the prin- 
cipal office. 

As in the case of all prisoners the officers 
immediately proceeded to strip the con- 
demned man and put on a new suit of clothes. 
During this operation Czolgosz cried and 
yelled, making the prison corridors echo with 
evidence of his terror. 

The prison physician, Dr. John Gerin, ex- 
amined the man and ordered his removal 
to the cell in the condemned row, which he 
will occupy until he is taken to the electric 
chair. The doctor declared that the man 
was suffering from fright and terror, but 
said that he was shamming to some extent. 


Story of Accomplice Denied.

his former statement that he had had no 
accomplices and declared that he never had 
heard of the, matt under arrest tn St. Louis, 
who claimed. to have tied the handkerchief 
over his hand, concealing the pistol with 
which the President was shot..

He went behind 
the Temple of Music, arranged the handker- 
chief to hide the weapon, and then took his 
place in the crowd. By Jaller Mitchell he sent 
this message to his father: Tell him I am 
sorry I left such a bad name for him.”

‘CRUISER PERSEUS CLEARS DECKS 


FOR ACTION IN PERSIAN GULF. 


Turkish Ship Attempts to Land 600 
Soldiers at Koweyt, but Is Prevented 
by Show of Force from English 
Warship in the Harbor—Sultan’s 
Troops Now Said to Be Massing at 


Busra Under Command of Edhem | 


LONDON, Sept. 28, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Bombay states that the 
Turks on Sept. 24 endeavored to land troops 
at Koweyt. | 

The British cruiser Perseus, observing the 
attempt, approached and demanded the pur- 
pose of the visit of the Turkish vessel. The 
commander repiled that he had been in- 
structed to land 500 men. 

Commander Peers of the Perseus advised 
the Turkish vessel to return to Busra. The 
Turkish vessel, however, weighed anchor, 
entered the harbor, and prepared to land 
the troops. 

The Perseus cleared for action and kept its 
searchlights on the Turkish ship through- 
out the night. 

In the morning the Turkish commander 
visited the Perseus and intimated his in- 
tention to return to Fao and report to Con- 
stantinople. The vessel is now at Fao. 

Meantime, Turkish troops are massing at 
Busra. It is reported that they are under 
Edhem Pasha. 


_ The Patrie at Paris on Wednesday printed 
a sensational story to the effect that a con- 
flict has broken out between Great Britain 
and Turkey, saying that three British war 
vessels have been ordered to the Persian 
Gulf to suppress revolts at Koweyt, in the 
British Province of Bagdad, and that the 
Turkish government has dispatched a strong 
detachment of troops with instructions to 
oppose the landing of the British forces. 
Russia, Germany, and France, the paper 
also says, have agreed to support Turkey.

Important Messages Missing. 

Two naval officers, one representing the 
government and the other Rear Admiral 
Schley in the court of inquiry, were at the 
Signal office of the War department today 
searching the records for copies of dispatches 
that were exchanged between the fleet and 
the signal station at Aguedores, between July 
1 and July 3, 1898, inclusive. Nothing could 
be found and it is supposed that as the mes- 
Sages were wigwagged and communicated 
to General Shafter's headquarters by tele- 
phone, the signal officer in charge made no 
record of them. The officer, Major Green. 
has been telegraphed as to whether or not 
any records were kept of these messages. 
The messages sought were those between the 
flagship New York and the shore. 

Captain McCalla expressed the opinion that 
coaling was possible off Santiago at the time 
Schley began his retrograde movement. 


Court Prompt in Beginning Work. 

As usual Admiral Dewey lost no time in 
bringing the court to order, and, as usual, the 
counsel on both sides of the case were in their 
seats and prepared to proceed promptly with 
the business before the court. 

Captain Lemly and Mr. Hanna, the Navy 
Gepartmient’s representatives, had been in 
the courtroom for an hour or more preparing 
the details for the day’s work. They consider 
the present stage of the proceedings an im- 
portant one, requiring the most careful at- 
tention. Captain Lemly estimates that he 
will be able to conclude the presentation of 
the government side of the case by the close 
of next week if no unforeseen contingency 
arises to cause delay. He says he will have 
about fifteen or twenty more witnesses to 
introduce. 


Wise Declares Orders Obeyed. 

The session today began with the recall of 
Captain Wise to make verbal changes in the 
official copy of his testimony. He altered his 
previous statement concerning the order of 
the Navy department of May 20, 1898, in 
which he was directed to inform every ves- 
gel off Santiago that the flying squadron is 
off Cienfuegos,” saying that he desired to 
correct his response to the court's question 
as to why this order was not carried out, by 
stating that it had been carried out. 

The flying squadton was ordered to pro- 
ceed with all possible dispatch, he said, and 
added: “I did not desire to inform the Com- 
modore of the flying squadron of his own 
movements. The order was to inform com- 
manders of the movements of the flying 
equadron.”’ 

The court then asked: Did you direct 
Captain Sigsbee to give Commodore Schley 
the information contaiped in the dispatch 
from the Navy department regarding the 
whereabouts of the Spanish squadron?” 

“J did not.”

the Spanish war, was then called and con- 
tinued his testimony, begun yesterday. Mr. 
Rayner resumed his cross-examination. 


Signal Code Is Arranged. 

The witness said that while off Cienfuegos 
he had been on picket duty two miles from 
shore on the night of May 22, and had been 
instructed to signal the squadron with two 
red lights in case the enemy’s torpedo boats 
came out of the harbor. 

Mr. Rayner then read from the testimony 
of Captain Harber of the Texas saying that 
there had been no picket vessels within the 


tine of the fleet off Cienfu 
that th enfuegos. The witness 


tain McCalla to give his opinion as to what 


testified that there were no pickets “ so far 
as he could recall,“ to which Mr. Rayner re- 
sponded: ‘‘ We are not impeaching Captain 
Harber’s veracity. We are impeaching his 
recollection, not his integrity.” 


Picket Boats Always on Guard. 


Mr. Rayner—Captain Harber has stated 
t there were no picket boats at Cienfue- 
gos. He was wrong, was he not? 
He was,“ replied the witness. .‘‘ As 1 
have seen since the commander-in-chief 
also reported that the Dupont was not there, 
I have written the department that I was 
there. Other people forgot about it, too.“ 

Tou are trying now to justify Captain 
Harber's want of recollection by stating that 
the commander-in-chief wrote a letter that 
there were no picket boats there.“ 

He did not mention their presence, and 
I corrected it.“ 

Do you recollect any statement made by 
the commander-in-chief when he had a pick- 
et boat within the picket line that he had 
arranged a signal frem the picket boat to 
the flagship?“ 

He did not mention any, and I have a 
letter on file in the department calling atten- 
tion to the omission in that report.“ 

I ͤ call your attention to the report of the 
commander-in-chief, in which he states ‘ the 
line of blockade, etc.“ 

1 wish to bring it out that the Dupont 
was inside the line and that is the report I 
made to the department. I still stand on 
the point that he is not bringing out where 
the torpedo boat was. . 

Tou are perfectly right about that, but 
you are not asked u reference to any criti- 
cism you may have upon the report of the 
commander-in-chief. The question is this: 
Captain Harber has definitely stated that 
there was no picket boat inside the line at 
Cienfuegos. You say there was and that 
the Dupont was one of those boats?“

Texas Not Within View. 

The Court—Could you see the Texas from 
the Dupont during the night of May 22 and 
23? 

No sir.” 

Mr. Hanna objected to Mr. Rayner's meth- 
ods of questioning, especially to his charact- 
erization of Captain Harber’s testimony as 
wrong when Captain Harber had said dis- 
tinctly: that he only spoke from his best 
recollection. This,” he said, “is in- 
direct impeachment of the witness.“ 

Mr. Rayner again insisted that he had only 
intended to bring out the facets. ' 

Mr. Hanna asked what steps had been 
taken while the flying squadron was off 
Cienfuegos to ascertain if the Spanish fleet 
was inside the harbor there. 

None that I know of,’ was the response. 

Was there any effort to destroy the shore 
batteries there!“ 

The witness replied that he knew of none. 
He said, replying to another question by Mr. 
Rayner, that vessels in the inside harbor 
could not have been discerned from the 
outside. 

Changes Made in a Dispatch. 

Lieutenant Wood was then dismissed, and 
as he was leaving the courtroom Mr. Hanna 
took occasion to say: 

“I will make an announcement while we 
are waiting. There has been introduced be- 
fore the court a question of the correctness or 
the identity of a certain important dispatch 
sent by the Harvard, May 27, from off Santi- 
ago by the commanding officer of the flying 
squadron. It appears that in the process of 
translatlon from the commander-in-chief to 
the department some changes in the language 
of that dispatch occurred. I do not desire at 
this moment to interrupt the proceedings by 
any discusison of that point, but I shall 
merely make the announcement here that we 
do intend to enter into that matter fully and 
completely—that is to say, as fully and as 
1 as the court may desire before we 

eave it.“ 


Hawk's Commander on Stand. 


Lieutenant John Hood, who, during the 
war, commanded the Hawk, was the next 
witness. He said that on May 23 he had de- 
livered dispatches from Sampson to Schley 
when the latter was off Cienfuegos. He re- 
lated t he had been called aboard the 
New York—Sampson’s flagship—on May 21 
when the officers on board were preparing 
dispatches. He spoke of the presence of 
Sampson. Mr. Rayner objected to the in- 
troduction of conversation or verbal orders, 
saying that the orders would speak for 
themselves, and must necessarily supersede 
any verbal instructions. The question was 


Captain Lemly. In closing his response the 
Judge Advocate said: 

„An objection of this character is almost 
equivalent to withdrawing the request for an 
investigation. He has asked to have the 
judgmént of his brother officers in this mat- 
ter. Let us have ft, and don't put technical 
obstacles in the way of having the investiga- 
tion.“ 

Mr. Rayner responded briefly. 

»I only desire to state that while this is 
our investigation these are your specifications 
under the precept. We asked for this !n- 
vestigation, and instead of letting us give the 
precept under which we would like to have 
the inquiry take place you form a precept of 
your own. Here is an applicant who asks 
for a court of inquiry under specifications 
framed by others and not by himself. 


Court Retires to Discuss Protest. 


The court retired to consider the objec- 
tion, remaining out longer than on any pre- 
vious occasion. Admiral Dewey read the 
court’s decision—as follows: 

The court sustains the objection of coun- 
sel so far as it relates to conversations that 
took place on board the New York, but this 
ruling does not apply to any verbal orders 
which the Commander in Chief directed wit- 
ness to convey to Commodore Schlier.“

Dispatches Delivered to Brooklyn. 

He said he had arrived off Cienfuegos at 
7 a. m., May 23, and had gone aboard the 
Brooklyn for the purpese of delivering the 
dispatches. 

In response to a request from the Judge 
Advocate, Lieutenant Hood related the con- 
versation he had had with Schley after de- 
livering the orders, saying that he (the wit- 
ness) had told Schley that it was Sampson's 
wish that the flying squadron should proceed 
immediately to Santiago, as his information 
was positive. His statement was as follows: 

„Commodore Schley read the dispatches 
and then, turning to me, said; 
Admiral Sampson wishes me to go to Santi- 
ago. I cannot do it.“ I told Commodore 
Schley that the Admiral certainly expected 
the squadron to leave the instant I arrived. 
Commodore Schley then said, in nearly these 
words: ‘I am not at all satisfied that the 
Spaniards are not here in Clenfuegos. Be- 
side, my ships all want coal.’ 

He said that the Massachusetts, Texas, 
and the Brooklyn wanted so many tons of 
coal, and that the day before Captain Samp- 
son had sent him down the Iowa With only 
half its coal supply, so that it could not go 
anywhere; that it was useless to send ships 
down there only half filled with coal. 


Collier Brings the Coal. 

“TY told Commodore Schley that I had 
passed a collier convoyed by a gunboat only 
a little before daylight that morning, and 
it would certainly be there with at least 
4,000 or 5,000 tons of coal within two or 
three hours. He referred again to his be- 
lief of the Spaniards being in Cienfuegos and 
stated that he had heard some firing ahout 
forty miles from port, which he took to 
be a welcome to the Spanish squadron; he 
had also seen some smoke, which he con- 
ceived to be from the Spanish squadron, and 
he believed the ships were there. 

„ said to Commodore Schley then that 
the information which the Admiral had he 
considered as definite; he had no doubt that 
the Spanish squadron was at Santiago. 

Commodore Schiey then said to me: 
‘Captain, Sampson doesn’t understand. He 
is not on the spot and cannot judge.’ 

„J also informed Commodore Schley that 
they certainly expected the squadron to 
leave immediately, and that I had verbal 
orders from the Commander-in-Chief which 
did not appear in my written orders to re- 
main with the Hawk alone at Cienfuegos 
after the squadron had left and conduct a 
blockade for a day or two or as long as my 
coal supply lasted.“ 

** Describe the Commodore’s manner upon 
this occasion,’’ said Captain Lemly. - 

„The Commodore was sitting in his chair 
all the time I was talking to him, very 
quietly. He seemed to be very much per- 
plexed at what to do.“ 

Do you remember whether there was 
anything said about communication with the 
insurgents 

There was something said by me.“ 

In the Commodore's presence?“ 

No, by the chief of staff on deck. The 
Commodore was in the cabin.“ e 

Can you state whether or not during 


the time you were off Cienfuegos with the 


Hawk any effort was made to communicate 
with the insurgent Cubans?” 

There were not.“ 

Spanish Squadron Located. 

The witness then testified that the steamer 
Adula, in passing, had reported to the Brook- 
lyn that a cable report had been received 
at Kingston on May 19 saying that the Span- 
ish squadron was in the harbor at Santiago. 
Schley's report of this occurrence was also 
read, as was his statement discrediting the 
information because he then believed the 
squadron to be in Cienfuegos harbor. All 
these reports have been published. 

Mr. Rayner continued his cross-examina- 
tion of Lieutenant Hood. The latter said his 
recollection was that he had delivered his 
dispatches to Commodore Schley in his 
(Schley’s) bin, but it might be that he 
h hand them to Lieutenant Wells and 
had walked down to the cabin with him. He 
thought there was no one in the cabin when 
the conversation between himself and the 
Commodore had taken place. 

Mr. Rayner was proceeding to question 
the witness concerning his conversation with 
Sampson when Schley leaned over and 
warned him that conversation had been ruled 
out. 

Mr. Rayner then changed his liae of ques- 
tioning. He said: “I want ask you 
whether in this conversation with Commo- 
dore Schley upon this occasion he did not 
tell you that Sampson had instructed him 
before he left for Santiago to satisfy himself 
that the Spanish fleet was not at Cien- 
fuegos?"’ 

Early Dispatches All Wrong. 

The reply was: I gathered from his con- 
versation that he had that information in 
some of the dispatches which were written 
previous to the dispatch I carried him, which 
was of considerably later date and therefore, 
of course, annulled all the others.” 

„ But this dispatch you carried gave him 
that discretion.’’ 

That was not the latest dispatch whose 
conterits I kenw.”’ 

Mr. Rayner questioned the witness con- 
cerning the report of the presence of the 
Spanish fleet at Santiago and attempted to 
read a quotation from a magazine article, al- 
leged to have been written by Sampson to 
sustain his point that the Adula had reported 
that the fleet remained at Santiago onty one 
day. Mr. Hanna objected to theéntroduction 
of the article as testimony. ) 

He said among other things: I have writ- 
ten magazine articles myself for prominent 
gentlemen whose names were signed to 
them.“ 

He said, however, that he did not doubt that 
the article was Admiral Sampson's. The 
question ultimately was withdrawn, for the 
time being. Captain Lemly then asked: 

„Wasn't your understanding that the 
Adula in the communication with the Brook- 
lyn led the officers of the Brooklyn to believe 
that the Spanish fleet had arrived in Santiago 
one day and come out of the harbor the next 
day? Wasn't that the impression it left in 
your mind?“ 

The reply was: The impression made on 
my mind was no impression whatever. It is 
my recollection that at that date I knew the 
fleet was in Santiago.”’ 

Captain Lemly questioned Mr. Hood con- 
cerning the dispatches delivered by him to 
Schley, elicitiig from him the statement that 
while he carried two dispatches to the Ad- 
miral from the Commander-in-Chief, he 
knew that the information contained in one 
of them was later than that in the other, be- 
cause the one was dated at Havana and the 
other at Key West. The Havana dispatch 
had contained more positive instructions 
about proceeding to Santiago. 


Captain McCalla Is Heard. 

Lieutenant Hood then was excused and 
Captain Bowman H. McCalla, who com- 
manded the Marblehead during the Spanish 
war, was called. Witness had first come 
into contact with the flying squadron on 
May 19, 1898. When he was proceeding from 
the south coast of Cuba to Key West he 
met the squadron on its way to Cuba. Wit- 
ness said he had not been asked to come 
aboard the Brooklyn for the purpose of 
making a report on conditions in Cuba, but 
had made a full report to Captain Chad- 
wick. Sampson's chief of staff, when he ar- 
rived at Key West. On this point he said: 

In addition to written reports or dis- 
patches which I carried I explained to the 
chief of staff the secret code which I had 
established with the Cubans near Cienfue- 
gos. That was not done until I heard that 
Commodore Schley was proceeding to Cien- 
fuegos.”’ | 
What was that secret code, briefly?’ 

“On May 15 and 16, 1898, I had been in 
communication with three Cuban officers 
and two privates on the Marblehead, and I 
had arranged with Lieutenant Lavarez, who 
spoke English well, a system of signals in 
case tliéy wished to communicate with the 
Marblehead or my force. There were to be 
three horizontal lights at night and three 
horses in line on the beach by day.“

Captain MecCalla told of his return to Cien- 
fuegos on the morning of May 24. He had 
carried dispatches to Schley and had then 
told him of the arrangement to communicate 
with the Cubans, and of his information 
that the Spanish fleet was in the hafhor at 
Santiago. He said that Schley had imme 
diately assented to his going ashore. He 
also told of his report to Schley, and had then 
for the first time seen the instructions to the 
Commodore. 

The Commodore had told him that he had 
found difficuity in coaling, but that he felt 
that if he returned to Key West he would 
be court-martialed. MeGalla said he had 
advised him to go to Santiago, even if he did 
not stay there. 


No Attack on Harthworks. 

In reply to questions, Captain McCalla 
stated that no effort had been made while 
he was with the flying squadron off Clen- 
fuegos to prevent the Spaniards from con- 
tinuing the construction of earthworks, 
which he had been ordered to do. He said 
the Marblehead could have gone within 
range of .nese works and that he had been

Attack on Colon Described. 

In response to questions Captain McCalla 
next related briefly the bombardment of the 
Cristobal Colon on May 31, When ksked what. 
had been left undone to accomplish the de- 
struction of that vessel he replied that Schley 
had failed to use his entire force in making 
the attack. 

Mr. Hanna inquired if this was an im- 
portant omission. 

Captain Parker, on behalf of Schiey, ob- 
jected. The objection was sustained by Ad- 
miral Dewey, he remarking that such ques- 
tions should not be asked under the ruling of 
the court.” 

Captain Parkef was about to proceed with 
further remarks, whereupon Admiral Dewey 
asked him to desist, saying: We will ad- 
journ now.

To provide for the retirement from the service of 
those who have reached the age of 70 years, a 
scheme of pensions has been adopted, effective on 


July 1, 1901, whereby a monthly allowance is to be

Mills Have Work for Months to 
Come, and Textile Lines 
Also Are Strong.

New York, Sept. 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will * 

Normal ‘conditions have been fully re- 
stored in the distribution of merchandise, the 
placing of delayed orders stimulating the few 
Unes that appeared to halt. One of the most 
gratifying features of the business situation 
is the pronounced preference for the better 
grades of goods, clearly indicating the im- 
proved financial condition of consumers. 

“‘ Resumption of work has progressed rapid- 
ly in the steel industry since the settlement 
of the labor controversy, and there is little 
discord between employer and employed in 
other lines. Stability of prices, without in- 
flation, is the rdle, except where the unusual 
size of crops introduces a special factor. 

„Steel production is now progressing at 
nearly the average rate. There are inter- 
ruptions and délays through inability to se- 
cure special lines of material, and higher 
prices are quoted for both steel and iron 
bars, steel billets, and some other shapes. 
In pig tron there was the greatest activily 
since the strike began, most brands reaching 
higher prices. Sales of 35,000 tons bessemr 

at valley furnaces were reported, equal to $16 
delivered at Pittsburg. 


Higher Prices for Steel Likely. 


“Other large orders were under negotia- 
tion and producers look for a rising market. 
Higher prices for billets were partially nom- 
inal, owing to the impossibility of securing 
deliveries, but a free movement is anticl- 
pated shortly. A record breaking output of 
steel rails is practically assur for 1901 
and the new year will open with an unparal- 
leled volume of business on the books. 
Plates and structural material are strong. 

„„The market for footwear is still on a 
strong basis. In a few cases prices are high- 
er, while in other grades small lots are sold 
at better figures, but net sufficient business 
is recorded to warrant a change in list prices. 


Leather and Textiles Strong. 
„Leather and hides still reflect the heavy 


‘demand for finished products, and exports 


of leather are also a sustaining feature. Tex- 
tile lines were well engaged as a rule, much 
better news being received from cotton spin- 
ners at the North, and Southern mills are 
busy, though there is less night work. Wool 
is quiet but firm. 

Investigation of the cotton situation 
throughout the entire belt reveails an ex- 
tremely uncertain state of affairs. At many 
points the crop is beyond danger so far as 
frost is concerned, while on some plantations 
this is the only factor that can prevent an 
increase over the previous yield. There is no 
doubt ing the extensive losses sus- 
tained in Texas, but the tenor of reports from 
Atlantic States promises to make up more 
than the deficiency if weather conditions are 
favorable during the next few weeks. Heavy 
rains have recently done serious damage, 
tending to reduce expectations of 11,000,000 
bales that had prevailed for a time. There 
does not appear to be any concerted effort 
to hold back the crop, and light port receipts 
must be attributed to the lateness of the 


staple, 

Corn Brings Good Money. 
Steadiness in quotations of corn at the 
present high level is all that producers could 
desire. Making full allowance for the small- 
er yield, and the decrease in exports, which 
thus far has been much greater proportion- 
ately, there does not appear to be satis- 
factory reason for the rise of 15 cents over 
last year’s figures and 25 cents over the 
price at this date in 1899. Shipments from 
the Atlantic coast for the week were 728,- 
020 bushels, against 1,560,018 bushels last 
year, and 2,954,477 bushels two years ago. 
A heavier movement is expected. owing to 
larger buying for foreign account, secured 
through low rates for transportation. 
Wheat is well sustained, and still better 
prices are promised by the heavy export 
movement, which, from all United States 
ports for the week, reached 5,268,418 bushels. 
flour included, against 3,557,482 last year, and 
4,605,362 bushels in 1899. Western receipts 
of 8,292,466 bushels exceed even the liberal 
shipments in 1000 of 6,054,777 bushels.

As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“The current of trade is still running 
full in nearly all lines, and in some the 
tide is still rising, as shown by a firmer 
tone or actual advances in the level of 
prices, except for those staples such as 
cereals, hog products, and cotton, which 
mre dealt in on the exchanges. In dis- 
tributive trade the features are the con- 
tinued good tone of advices from the job- 
bing trade West, Northwest, and South- 
west, and on the Pacific coast, and the bet- 
ter retail trade feported at the East, due 
to the advance in the season. 

“ The talk of the widespread corn damage, 
due to late frosts, seems to have fallen 
fiat, viewed from the standpoint of corn 
prices and of trade reports from affected 
sections. A quieting down demand for dry 
goods, usual at this season, is noted at 
many markets, but these reports are gen- 
erally aecompanied by advices of an en- 
larged distribution of clothing and foot- 
wear. | 

„Demand for iron and steel, repressed by 
strikes and for other causes, has at last 
broken the usual trade Iimits and is full 
and free in nearly all lines. Pig iron is 
active and in large sale and Southern iron 
has again advanced in all markets. 

„ While the excessive premiums on tin 
plates and other strike-affected products 
have disappeared, the demand is so large— 
Pennsylvania milis have booked orders two 
to four months ahead and Chicago mills 

as far ahead as the end of 1902—that billets 
—4 $1 higher, bars $2 up, and a number 
of other products have advanced in propor- 
tion. 

„Steel rails are in good demand and so 
active has been the inquiry that the amount 
of old orders to be carried over for delivery 
next year is estimated at from 250,000 to 
400,000 tons. Hardware sales are large, but 
galvanized iron is lower. 


Cotton Mills Advance Wages. 


“The print cloth situation at Fall River is 
a peculiar one. A month ago talk was heard 
of possible strikes, due to reduction of wages. 
Since then the price has advanced five- 
eighths of a cent a yard, and this week two 
mills have announced wages advanced. The 
available supply of cloth is rumored to be 
practically cornered, but against this it 18 
noted that business is only moderate and 
that prices are not as strong. owing partly 
to the weakness in raw cotton. Eastern 
and Southern mills are reported free buy- 
ers of Actual cotton, but despite this fact 
and poor reports from the crop and small 
receipts the market is one-eighth of a cent 
lower, mainly because of foreign consumers 
and exporters holding aloof. —

A Splendid Romanc:. 
“ The Right of Way,” by Gilbert Parker. 
Harper & Bros: ; 

When Gilbert Parker started out to write— 
and a good day that was for all lovers of fine 
tales—he was enamored with the weird. He 
gave us things of which we had no under- 
standing in our philosophy, though we liked 
him none the less for that. But now, in “ The 
Right of Way we find him in love with more 
vital and appealing things—with humanity! 
It was easy to be indifferent tp the varying 
fortunes of his hero in “ The Seats of the 
Mighty,” and it seemed that his genius, 
harnessed to so heavy a wain as historical 
fiction, would flounder, or harry itself into an 
untimely grave. In his new book, however, | 
“The Right of Way,” the reader discovers 
@ great theme. The title is commonplace 
and foolish, ang it seems not at all unlikely 
that it was second or third choice, and was 
urged by the magazine in which the story 
was first printed. It has a commercial sug- 
gestion, and is undeniably unattractive. Not 
so. the book itself. From the first chapter to 
the last the attention is held by) a.great 
drama, in which a man of ektrucedinaty in- 
tellectual ability struggies to acquire a soul. 

The character is full of contradictions— 
such contradictions as exist in most men— 
and moves along lines more natural than 
those of consistency. As a miner throws his 
pick, bringing up shale or grit of precious 
metal, so this man digs biindly in his own 
spirit, bringing to the surface evil or good, 
immoral indifference or loyal interestedness, 
nocuous or innocuous qualities. The evil he 
sets in motion in the days when the somée- 
thing that had been left out of him had not 
yet been found brought him final disaster, 
even after he had regenerated himself. The 
waves he set in motion broke at last on his 
own quiet shore to his own destruction. But 
those he loved he served and saved. 

The theme of a man or woman who leaves 
the life to which he or she Is born, and who 
comes into some new existence with the 
intention of using capabilities neglected in 
the previous existence, has always been a 
fascinating theme. The old dramatists seem 
to prefer it to almost any other idea; the 
greatest German story is constructed along 
such lines; and every little while the news- 
papers of today tell of some one who has es- 
sayed such an adventure. But none of these 
experimenters, either fictional or actual, ever 
carried with them a brain so well and so 
curiously equipped, a temperament so In- 
quisitive, so indomitable; or a spirit. as as- 
tonishingliy compacted of good and evil, or 
inertness and activity, of doubt and desire, 
= Charley Steele, the hero of “ The Right of 

ay. 

A number of the other characters are hard- 
ly less diverting and convincing. The book 
has, indeed, the constituents of a great novel, 
and will add beyond estimate to Mr. Parker’s 
reputation. A tone of reverent morality per- 
vades the book, while the artistic balance is 
nicely preserved. Mr. Parker’s publishers 
are to be congratulated upon securing one 
of the most distinguished pieces of literary 
work which the year has broughit forth. 


Light on Eastern Questivn. 
“ Asia and Europe,” by Meredith Town- 
send. G. P. Putnam's Sons. 


Under the title of Asia and Europe” 
Mr. Meredith Townsend has printed a book 
of essays on the various relations between 
Europeans and Asiatics. Some of these pa- 
pers appeared several years ago in English 
reviews, while others are new, but they ali 
are valuable as throwing light on the causes 
of certain Eastern movements, explaining 
the failure of European experiments, and 
revealing, so far as can be revealed, the 
mysteries of the East Indian nature. Mr. 
Townsend has resided in India the greater 
part of a long life, and for -twelve years he 
was the proprietor and editor of The Friend 
of India. 

During the greater part of his e ence 
he has been not only a close student of Indo- 
European politics, but also an enthusiastic 
investigator of East Indian history, lHtera- 
ture, archeology, philosophy. and modes of 
thought. To these advantages for judging 
the character of that people he adds a wide 
knowledge of general history and literature, 
including a knowledge of American writers 
and conditions which usually escape Euro- 
peah commentators. His style makes pleas- 
ant reading, his English is exceptionally good 
and clearness itself. and there is a tone to 
his work which, while it may not bring cen- 
viction in every case, certainly commands 
respect. All things considered, his is the 
sanest, broadest, and most tolerant and cath- 
olic voice which has been raised in England 
to warn government and people alike of the 
danger in the East. 

“Mr. Townsend's preface is interesting to 
Americans and part of it is worth repro- 
ducing here. He begins by saying that the 
general purpose of the book is “a descrip- 
tion of the inherent differendes between Ku- 
rope and Asia which forbid one continent 
permanently to conqueranother. The strug- 
gle between Europe and Asia is the binding 
thread of history; the trade between Europe 
and Asta is the foundation df commerce: the 
thought of Asia ts the basis of all European 
religions; but the fusion of the continents 
has never occurred, and, in the author's best 
judgment, will neveroccur.” Then he quotes 
from Mathgw Arnold: 

“The East bowed low before the blast, 

In patient, deep disdain; 

She let the legions thunder past, 

Then plunged in thought again.” 

. » Although America must by and 
by greatly influence Asia, its influence will 
hardly be favorable toconquest. It will more 
probably be one of the many which will make 
permanent conquest impossible. When once 
the Nicaragua Canal has beef cut the trade 
of the United States with farther Asia will 
be one of the greatest the world has seen, 
and Asia will ir a large space in American 
imaginations, always influenced by the spec- 
tacle of the gigantic. All manner of traders 
will seek her coasts and all manner of con- 
cessionaires will rifle the riches of the in- 
terior. ... The suave and humorous 
Americans will possibly become the most 

ular of white men with Asiatics and may 

able to convey to them ideas more ac- 
ceptably than any other. Nevertheless, the 
American will not rule the Asiatic. The 
fissure between the race is wide, and, as 
yet, has proved impassable. The American 
can never like any one not of his color. ; 
Lastly, the American has no interest in con- 
quering Asia. It will be easier to ac- 
quire influence in Asia by protecting her from 
conquest than to begin conquering; and this, 
I think, will in the end be the American line, 
as indeed in China it already is. For rea- 
sons of trade, for reasons of kindly regard, 
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and for reasons of jealousy the attitude of 


America will, I imagine, be one of rather 
contemptuous guardianship.”

Mr. Townsend’s chapter on 
this, which he calls the mental seclusion of 
India,” is one of the most interesting bits of 
writing which has ever been done about 
India. 

wu England Retain India?“ The Influ- 
ence of Europe on Asia,” Islam and Chris- 
tianity ndia,” The Charm of Asia for 
Asiatics,” The Core of Hindooism,”’ Re- 
flex Effect of Asiatic Ideas, are some chap- 
ter titles of thie interesting and valuable 
book. In the first named he says: 

„ The chasm between the brown man and 
the white man is unfathomable, has existed 
in all ages, and exists still everywhere. No 
white man marries a brown wife, no brown 
man marries a white wife without an inner 
sense of having been false to some unintelli- 
gible but irresistible command. There is no 
corner of Asia where the life of a white 
man, if unprotected by force, either actual 
or potential, is safe for an hour, nor is there 
an Asiatic state which, if it were prudent, 
would not expel him at once and forever. 
There is, therefore, no & priori reason for 
thinking that the myriads of brown men in 
India, most of them intelligent and brave, 
would of themselves prefer to be governed 
by white men. If they doit, it is an anomaly. 
a break in untversal experience, only to be 
accounted for by the fact that white 
man, in that particular corner of the world, 
gives something so pleasant to the brown 
man that it overcomes his instinctive an- 
tipathy and love for his own ways.“ 

Mr. Townsend then goes on to state what 
it is that the English give the Indian, and 
he sums it all up in a fair page or two, enu- 
merating the effect of the Pax Britannica 
there, how it has brought protection to rajah 
and pariah alike, kept the strong within 
bounds, and given the weak and poor 4 
chance; how equal justice is administe 

to all: how religious belief is protected until 
India is more liberal in that respect, than 
England or Switzerland; how the tax bur- 
@ens have been lightened; how schools and 
colleges have been built for all; how rail- 
ways have made it easier for the products 
to be marketed, and the general condition of 
the country and its people has been improved 
from a European point of view. All these 
he enumerates, and then asks whether these 
things have sufficed to overcome the in- 
herent and incurable dull distaste felt by the 
brown man who receives for the white man 
who gives. He thinks they have not. 

The immense mass of the peasantry who 
benefit most directly by the British ways of 
ruling are, it must be remembered, an inert 
mass. They aré the stakes in the game, not 
the players. It is for the right of taxing them 
that all the Indian wars, revolutions, inva- 
sions, movements of all kinds have occurred. 
Lost in the peaceful monotony of their vil- 
lage life, which, unless all evidence from his- 
tory is worthless, they must heartily love, 
they hardly notice @ynastic changes and will 
accept any ruler if only he leaves their cus- 
toms alone and takes no more of their produce 
than they have been accustomed from time 
immemorial to pay tribute to the strong. 
Even, therefore, if they approved the British 
government, their approval would be of little 
political value, but there is little evidence that 
they do approve it. If they are transferred to 
a native ruler, as happened in Mysore and 
many a smaller district, they make no remon- 
strance.“ 

Passing on to the active classes, he says 
that to them the English rule cannot be with- 

out prodigious drawbacks. He tells how un- 
der that rule there has come the slow death 
of Indian art, Indian culture, and Indian mili- 
tary spirit. Another thing the natives resent 
is that they are prevented from enjoying the 
luxury of vengeance, of protecting their per- 
sonal dignity and honor, about which they are 
so sensitive. Mr. Townsend proceeds to give 
some hint of how charming India must have 
been to Indians before the advent of the Eng- 
lish. In spite of the uncertainty of life and 
property it was the idea! Asiatic existence 
before the English came with their thousand 
repressions supposed to be reforms. Even 
the old uncertainties had their charm for the 
native and their advantages, too. The lowest 
slave might rise to the highest position in the 
empire then, and this has actually happened 
many times. The English can and do give 
place, but these places carry with them no 
power as the native desires and understands 
it. Even the Viceroy himself, they see, is not 
supreme, but must bow toa higher authority 
than his own. Going on to something more 
positive, he cites the fact that the Sepoys, 
who were peasants and therefore Ukely to 
benefit more from English rule than the up- 
per castes, and who were paid wages double 
that obtainable in civil life, not only revolted 
—for it was a revolt and not a mutiny—with- 
out any grievance whatever, for they were 
petted and favored in every way, but ‘massa- 
ered men, women, and children with a fury 
of hate which made compromise impossible. 
This, he says, was because they were Asiatics 
fliled with the dull, unconquerable, unmftiga- 
bie distaste of Asiatics for white men, and 
3 they saw a chance of getting rid of 
them. 
„He believes that the British Empire in 
India depends upon a non-existent loyalty,” 
and that so soon as the British suffer their 
first defeat in Asia the whole population of 
India will rise and sweep them from the land, 
and that five years after that time there win 
be no vestige left there to mark the greatest 
experiment the world has ever seen. 

Aside from his papers having a direct bear- 
ing on present Asiatic questions, Mr. Towns- 
end’s book also contains several personal 
studies, and many interesting ones, such as 
“The Arabs in the Desert,“ The Progress 
of Savage Races, The Future of the 
Negro,“ The Vastness of Calamities in 
Asia,” and The Varieties of Indian So- 
elety."" His book has an unique value and is 
certainly the most enlightening exposition 
of Indian character and thought that has 
ever been published.

Brief Mention. 

The Connoisseur, of which No. 1 of vol- 
ume 1 is just out, is a magazine devoted to 
the use of collectors,“ and, considering the 
present erase of collecting everything from 
debts to souvenirs of the war with Spain, it 
probably has a rich field of its-own.

The discourage- 
ment of the bears, with all the bad news in 
sight disposed of, was correspondingly great 
and their buying to cover their shorts was 
an important influence. The recent notable 
buying of the Vanderbilts was resumed, the 
conviction growing that an earfy plan of 
merger would be announced.

Directors of the Commercial National 
Bank yesterday declared a quarterly dividend 
of 8 per cent on the increased capital stock.

The steady growth of the bank's business 
necessitated an increase in the capital from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 recently. The dividend 
declared yesterday will be paid on Oct. 1. 


Financial Topics. 


It has been announced officially that the 
New York Glucose company, which was 
started by Standard Ol) interests, will begin 
business in December. The concern, it is un- 
derstood, has been acquired by the Glucose 
Sugar Refining company, and will be operat- 
ed in harmony with it. The plant will grind 
15,000 bu of corn a day and consumption will 
be increased gradually to 20,000. The max- 
imum capacity will be 25,000 bu. The ca- 
pacity of the National Starch and the Glu- 
cose Sugar Refining companies is said to be 
120,000 bu. A director of the New York com- 
pany is authority for the statement that it 
will devote itself largely to the export and 
coast trade. 

The Western Stone company, it is reported, 
will de the nucleus of a consolidation of stone 
interests. 


Net earnings of the Knickerbocker Ice 
company in August are reported at $107,100,

Standard Oil stock was the feature of the 
New York curb market yesterday. Opening 
sales were at 725, and the stock declined 
steadily from that to 721.

John W. Gates is said to have been a large 
buyer of United States Steel since his re- 
turn.

“If the general expectation of a material 
decrease in the loan account is borne out to- 
morrow’s bank statement should be a favor- 
able one. The incoming French steamer, 
due on Sunday, carries $1,000,000 in gold, 
which was engaged for shipment to this 
country previous to the recent rise in foreign 
exchange market. The gain from thissource 
will be carried entirely into next week's 
account. 

“The direct express shipments of money 
by the banks this week aggregated $4.132,800, 
as compared with $5,380,256 last week, a de- 
crease of $1,247,456.

7 THE COLLAPSE OF CZOLGOSZ. 

The evident terror and physical collapse 
of Czolgosz upon arriving at the Auburn 
prison, where he will be executed, present 
a curious psychological study. To all ap- 
pearances he has lost his nerve completely. 
During the five hours’ journey from But- 
falo he talked calmly and rationally enough 
with the deputies and reporters in the car, 
but when he started to walk into the prison 
his legs failed him. When he was carried 
into the building and placed on a bench he 
fell over, and later he is said to have made 
the prison corridors ring with cries of ab- 
ject terror. Such is the unlovely figure pre- 
sented by the creature who killed the na- 
tion's chief because he thought it was bis 
duty.” 

Apparently the cause for this sudden col- 
lapse may be found in Shakspeare’s remark 
that “conscience doth make cowards of us 
all.“ The conversation of the assassin on 
the car throws a good deal of light upon 
his stata of mind. For the first time he 
admitted regret for his act and said he 
would not have done it if he had known 
what he was doing. I made my mistake,” 
he said.

T is officially announced that the Duchess 
of Cornwall is in a delicate condition of 
health, and that she expects to present 
the British nation with an addition to its 
reigning family in January next. [a3 

It is on this account, as well as out of re- 
rd for the national mourning in the United 
tes, that many of the festivities planned 
in connection with the royal visit to Canada 
have been abandoned. | 
The Duchess has already four children, 
three boys and a girl, who now in charge 
of their grandparents, the King and Queen, 
and who are more particularly watched over 
by old Mile. de Brika, who was first the 


Duchess, while after the latter’s marriage 
she assumed charge of her ex-pupil's father, 
the late Duke of Teck, who, it may be remem- 
bered, was completely imbeciled during the 
last few years of his lite. 


Prince Adam Czartoriski, who spent some 
months touring through the United States 
with his younger brother a couple of years 
ago, and who is accorded almost royal honors 
by Poles both high and low all over the world, 
has just married one of his fellow-country 
women, Countess Louls Krasinska, at Cra- 
cow. She is enormously rich in her own 
right, and among her possessions enumerated 
in the marriage contract are no less than 
seventy-one country seats and estates, nine- 
teen palaces and mansions in various towns 
and cities, and thirty-two prosperous in- 
dustrial concerns in the shape of manufac- 
tories and mines. Prince Adam himself is 
equally wealthy. He has estates in France, in 
Austria, Germany, and Russia, besides the 
superb palace known as the Hotel Lambert 
at Faris. 

Prince Adam's mother was a Princess of 
the royal house of Orleans, having been a 
daughter of the Duke of Nemours, who him- 
self was a son of King Louis Philippe of 
France. 

Prince Adam has an elder half-brother, the 
issue of a first marriage of his father. This 
elder brother is a barefooted monk, a mem- 
ber of one of those orders which are con- 
demned to the strictest kind of poverty, and 
consequently he abstained from laying claim 
to any part of the fortune of his father at 
the latter’s death. 

The Czartoriskis are one of those families 
which formerly furnished Kings to Poland, 
and when the father of young Prince Adam 
was wont to appear in any Paris salon all 
the Polish nobiles present, men and women, 
would kiss his hand. 

Mme. Charles Laffitte, whdse death at the 
age of 97 is reported from Paris, was the 
mother of the so celebrated Marquise de 
Gallifet, and of the first wife of Baton Emil 
Erlanger. It may be remembered that this 
first wife of Baron Erlanger ran away with 
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governess and then the companion of the. 


a M. Cordier, whom she subsequently mar- 
ried, while the Baron, as soon as his first 
union had been dissolved, wedded Miss Sli- 
dell, daughter of one of those confederate en- 
voys whose seizure on board the English 
mall steamer Trent by a union man-of-war 
almost resulted in war between this country 
and Great Britain. 

Miss Slidell was on board the Trent, trav- 
eling with her father to London and Paris, 
and distinguished herself on that occasion 
by soundly boxing the ears of the union com- 
mander, Captain Wilkes, U. S. N., when he 
arrested her father. 

Old Mme. Laffitte was an Englishwoman, 
a daughter of Sir Charles Cunningham, and 
married in 1881 Charles Laffitte, famous on 
the turf, where he raced under the name of 
Major Fridolin,“ and likewise was cele- 
brated as a financier. Indeed, he and his 
brother were two of the syndicate of great 
bankers who engineered the revolution of 
1830 at Paris, which drove King Charles X. 
for a second time into exile, and placed on 
the throne in his stead their creature, Louis 
Philippe, Duke of Orleans. 

Charles Laffitte was likewise one of the 
founders of the Jockey club of France. 

The Laffittes, although enormously 
wealthy, were all pervaded with that same 
spirit of avarice which distinguishes not 
only the various members of the royal house 
of Orleans but likewise their friends and 
adherents. Thus a few years ago Paris 
society was disgusted by a lawsuit between 
the Marquise de Gallifet and her aged mother 
on the subject of money matters, which en- 
tailed the washing of an enormous amount 
of family linen in court, and left the people 
in doubt as to which of the two women it 
was who was endeavoring to rob the other. 


It may be remembered, too, that the wicked 
old Princess de la Moskowa, married to the 
son and heir of the celebrated Field Marshal 
Ney, was a sister of Charles Laffitte, and 
r more than fifty years, that is to say, 
‘from the time of her marriage until the 
hour of her death, she was perpetually en- 
gaged in unsavory financial lawsuits with 
her husband, with her brother, with her 
daughters, and with her grandchildren. 
She boxed her husband's ears in court, 
she left her daughter, the famous Duchess 
de Persigny, to starve in Egypt after the fall 
of the empire, and after having authorized 
her grandchild, the daughter of the Duchess 
of Persigny, to sign checks in her name, she 
repudiated the signature and permitted her 
gstandchild to be indicted for forgery. The 
unfortunate girl spent more than a year in 
jail before being brought to trial, and was 
ultimately acquitted. R

ULTY LONG DISCUSSED. 


and Laboratory of Department of 
Education Denied — Officials of In- 
stitution Say Larger Numbers than 
Were Expected Have Registered for 
the Coming Year—Statement of a 
Hyde Park Resident. 


In announeing that the University of Chi- 
cago had made certain reductions in fees to 
childrén of members of the faculty, Tuer 
TRIBUNE last Tuesday made an unfair in- 
ference that the University Elementary 
School and the laboratory of the Department 
of Education were short of pupils. The un- 
warranted deduction was made that the re- 


| duction of tuition was a result of the un- 


propitious outlook” for securing children 
to fill up the two schools. The university 
authorities deny that this motive entered 
into the action and declare that the prospect 
for the two elementary departments of the 
university is excellent. 


Cut in Fees Long Contemplated. 

The university authorities say that the 
matter of a reduction in fees has been in 
contemplation for five years and has fre- 
quently been under discussion within that 
time. The final action of the faculty, mak- 
ing the reduction, is embodied in the sub- 
joined announcement: 

„That the sons and daughters of officers 
of instruction in the university be registered 
in the schools and colleges of the university 
upon the payment of one-half of the regular 
fees, except that in the case of the Labora- 
tory School of the Department of Education 
this shall be done only after consultation 
with the committee having the responsibility 
for the financial support of that school.“ 

Concerning the charge that there was a 
** threatened deficit ’ in pupils and the sug- 
gestion that rivalry existed between the two 
schools—generally called the Parker School 
and the Dewey School—the President of the 
university says: 

The action has no connection whatever 
with the relationship ot the Parker school 
to the Dewey school. The facts stated con- 
cerning the registration of these schools are 
utterly false. 
registered a larger number of students than 
was expected.“ | 

Lack of Pupils Denied. 

Regarding the same matter and especially 
as concerns the Dewey School, a resident of 
Hyde Park writes to Tums TRIBUNE: 

These remarks (concerning the lack of 
pupils) have given the impression that these 
schools were suffering for want of pupils. 
As far as regards the old ‘ University Ele- 
mentary School,’ now the Laboratory of 
the Department of Education,’ of which Dr. 
John Dewey is the director, these statements 
are absolutely without foundation. On the 
contrary, the number of pupils now regis- 
tered for the coming year is fully as large as 
it was last year at this time. New pupils 
are registering daily and the outlook in every 
way is the most favorable yet in the history 
of the school.“
